I, Mark S. Sutter, having a residence and mailing address at Dexter, Ml, 
hereby declare that, as the President and CEO of Terumo Cardiovascular Systems 
Corporation ("Terumo"), the assignee of United States Letters Patent No. 4,984,972, 
I am authorized to act on behalf of Terumo which owns the entire title to U.S. Patent

I further declare the following: 

It is believed that U.S. Letters Patent No. 4,984,972 may be at least partly 
inoperative or invalid for the reason that it claims more than there was a right to 
claim. 

That error is characterized by the fact that at least claims 1,19 and 38 may 
be invalid over the disclosure of Laing U.S. Patent No. 3,771,910 granted on 
November 13, 1973 and of record in US. Letters Patent 4,984,972. 

That error arose without any deceptive intention. 

In view of the foregoing, U.S. Patent No. 4,984,972 should be reissued with 
the claims now presented or with claims commensurate in scope therewith.
